People flecing from such 
situations find Heınselves ostravised 
and penniless on tlıe sireets of richer 
countrles, such as Britain, sceking 
asylum wlıile bencfits are removed. 

In Britain, children and young 
people living in households with 
HIV are not immune. Suclı house- 
holds may experience poverty, ıın- 
eııployment, histories of injecting 
clrug-use, poor housing ., . and are 
ihen subject 10 the pressures on 
communitycare burlgets, and un- 
crjual access to new trealmeuts for 
the syınptoms of HIV. 

We lave io overcome the inequal- 
ilies in health and social care provi- 
sion, în the UK and worldwide, if 
people with HIV, including children, 
are to be cared for as well as every- 
one else. Af the samc time, the mes- 
sages lhat arc given to childreu and 
young people need to encourage 
cquality, along with a positive oul 
look on life. 

‘this World Aids Day we need to 
sce positive ınoves in the UK: for an 


equal age of consent at age İ6, for 
repeal of Section 28 of the Local 
Government Act bauııning the 
“promotion” of homosexuality in 
schools, and for withdrawal of the 
proposal to make the transmission 
of conditions such as HIY a criminal 
offence — as this would increase 
the likelihood of driving HIY under- 
ground by discouraging young peo- 
ple from conıing forward for testing, 
advice or treatınent, 

We have to end the discrimina- 
tion surrounding HIV. A good start 
would be to remove the barriers, 
such as those related to gay sexual- 
ity and represented by the cuts in 
benefit brought in by the Asylum 
andl Immigration Act 1996. HIV is a 
clisease, not a "disorder".

The second German ambush has 
rather nastier implications for the 
Blair government, which hopes to 
mark its presidency by formally 
opening the negotiations to enlarge 
the European Union.

Coleman A. Young 


OLEMAN A. YOUNG, 79, one of 

the country’s most outspoken 
African American polilicians and a 
former mayor of Detroit who strug- 
gled to stem the lide of economic and 
social problems that ınade tlie Malor 
Cily a symbol of urban clecay, clicel 
last week al a hospital in Detroit. 

In the course of lıis career, Mr. 
Young was a union organizer, an 
insurance salesman, a member of 
Michigan's constitutional converı- 
tion and a state senator, In 1968, he 
became the first black member of 
the Democratic National Comniit- 
tee, antl in January 1974 he was the 
first black to be inaugurated as 
mayor of Detroit, having won a nar- 
row victory over a white former po- 
lice commissioner, He heli the 
office for five terms until 1993, 
when he declined 1o run again. 

A man of seeming contradiction, 
Mr. Young coulcl be as effective in 
the halls of corporate power as he 
was oui the ıneanesl slreel corner. 
In his public pronouncemeuts, he 
attributecl his cily's problems lo the 
white suburbs, Repnıblican stingi- 
ness ancl {he media. His conversa- 
tion often includerl the "n" and "m-f" 
words.

121 Countries Sign 
Ban on Land Mines

OREIGN MINISTERS from 

PF teers of nations signed a 

treaty last week banning the 
production and use of anti-person- 
nel land mines, the cornerstone of 
efforts io eliminate a device that has 
served as a military staple but is 
now viewed as a scourge for civil- 
îans who live near abandoned mine- 
fiekls. 

Used extensively in civil, regional 
and world conflicts during this ceıt- 

! Î tury, tens of millions of the weapons 
remain buried in former war zones, 
killing and injuring thousands of 
civilians annualîy and hurning a walk 
ta school or lo the well inte a daily 
hazar. 

After a five-year campaign thal 
was initiatecl by private advocacy 
uroups, given a liigh profile by 
Princess Diana and provided diplo- 
matic impetus by Canada, the global 
ban became a reality laşt weck, 
Foreign ministers fron Canada, 
Norway and South Africa were tlıe 
firsl to sign the agreement, and 
diplomats from 118 countries later 
added their signatures, Ratification 
by those nations is expected to 
follow quickly. 

‘The outpouring of support, led by 
midrlle powers like Canada and witlı 
representatives fom all continents, 
slowed that disarmament goals canı 

be reached even without the signa- 

tures of the world’s three principal 
military powers, said Jody Williams, 
coordinator of the international 

Campaign to Ban landmines and 

recipient of tlıis year's Nobel Peace 
Prize. 

“In the next century we can live 
îı a mine-iree world where we are 
Ihe superpower," Williams said, 
referring to the cualilion of govern- 
meut and nongovernmental groups 
that prothıced the trealy, "Tlie post- 
Cold War world is different."

HE MORE time passes, ih 

By 
now Silent Spring seenıs a rare ful-

Pen- 
ple no longer “assumed thal sumt- 
one was looking after things,” ii 
sentiment that explains much of tli 
late 20th century in America. The fli- 
vor of lhe world changed when Car- 
son in Silent Spring unmasked some 
of Ihe chemical agents driving 
Progress, and thal can be saicl of il 


locating the weaknesses of ınany 
other works as well. 

Lukacs deals effectively with 
Hitler's personal life, where the 
evidence is relatively thin and the 
historian's judgnıent is critical. Dis- 
counting Hitler's own claims and 
the arguments of some biographers, 
Luıkacs maintains that Hitler's view 
of the world and his political aspira- 
tions crystallized not in Vieana but 
in Munich during 1919, Lukacs sen- 
sibly assesses Hitler's medical prob- 
lems (digestive disorders and 
Parkinson's disease late in his life); 
only Hitler's concern that he would 
die early substantially influenced his 
political behavior and career. Lukacs 
also accurately diagnoses Hitler's 
penchant for secrecy, which became 
part of lis political style, 

Those familiar with acadeınic 
studies will find Lukacs's discussion 
of Hitler's racial thought and anii- 
Semitlism less persuasive. Fighting 
against the current trend, Lıuıkacs 
declares thal Hitler was more na- 
tionalist than racist: “his governing 
obsessions were not biological.”

The Zigzag Kid isn’t a perfect 
novel, There are a few moments 
where Grossman seems to be 
making scenes up on the fly.

But these 
are small complaints, Grossman 


has a major kick. 
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an interesting perspective on bio- 
graphers. He finds no particular rea- 
son to give preference to academic 
works, though he concedes that 
every serious biographer must 
know a good deal of history. Non- 
professionals, he maintains, may 
know more of the world than those 
inside ivory towers. 

It is, however, worth noting that 
non-academics wrote most of the 
studles Lukacs regards as apolo- 
getic or irresponsible. (David Irv- 
ing, author of Hitler's War, receives 
much attention here.) The acade- 
mic system has plenty of flaws, but 
1f does require professionals to sub- 
mit their work {and sources} to tlie 
scrutiny and judgment of their 
peers.

HE Hitler Of History is not a 

biography but an extended

HAT DO children want? If 
you believe Iaraeli novelist 
David Grosaman, in hia lively 
and fable-like new novel The 
Zigzag Kid, what older kids crave 
most are the very things parents 
usually deny them: freedom, 
some genuine adventure, and a 
sense of being trusted to listen in 
oı1 a few of the adult world's allur- 
ing secrets. They're tired of being 
infantlized. The Zigzag Kid is 
about what happens when one 
boy, 12-year-old Nonny 
Feurberg, has his wildeat dreams 
of adventure fulfilled.

The Zigzag Kid ls, at heart, a 
galloping road novel.

N NORWICH there has 
1 probably been a market near 
the city’s caatle for a thousand 
years. Its modern avatar, the 
Jargest permanent outcloor mar- 
ketin Britain, la atill right at the 
town's heart, and in the days be- 
fore Christmas, the customary 
colour of this wonderful spot as- 
sumes an additional brilliance. 
The throng of customers seems to 
grow larger; the ımountain ranges 
of fruit and vegetables rise and 
are polished to a deeper gloss. 
And hanging with the strings of 
garlic and bunches of fresh herbs 
arc seasonal favourites: wreaths 
of holly, packets of dates, bags of 
walnuts and swathes of mistletoe. 

The market men push theae 
seasonal one-offs with more than 
thelr usual street cheek. One wag 
was advertising his mistletoe with 
the ribald one liner “Goow orn 
miasus, this'll get your ol’ man to 
give ya'bigzun thia Christmas", 
ag he held a sprig up, pursing 
hia lips for an imaginary kiss. 

Iwonder if these characters 
realise the plant they sell each 
winter was a fertility symbol for 
thousands of years before their 
market existed. 

Mistletoe is a woody shrub that 
parasitisea other trees. In Britain 
it occurs in central England, 
especlally around the River 
Severn and ita catchment, 
However, in East Anglia It's a 

rarity and most of the crop on 

sale in Norwich was probably 
cultivated in Europe, especially 
France where it İs a common 
wild plant. In Britain ita most 
frequent hosts are poplar, lime, 
willow, hawthorn or apple, and 
when these trees shed thelr 
leaves in winter the evergreen 
mistletoe remains as vigorous 
and colourful as ever. 

Such a display of life in the 
season of death gave miatletoe a 
particular aura for pre-Christian 
sacletlea, especially when it grew 
on one of ita more unuaual 
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
